difference about their appearance and 
instead of attempting to make them 
f at least passably attractive they al¬ 
low patent medicine, cigarette and to 
hacco signs to be tacked on them. 

A stranger visiting the town might 
conclude by reading these signs that 
every one living in the town bad the 
chills, liver troubles or piles. In 
short, these signs are enough to nau¬ 
seate any person, but ibis '•» not the 
of it The signs are tacked up 
by one nervy traveler, and m * b* w 
weeks another one comes along, pull- 
inug down the old signs and tacking 
up new ones, and the old ones aro n!

Store Fruit in a Cave 

A dispatch from Haines City to the 
Tiincs-Union says' 

"J. W Sample, accompanied by 1 . 

1 lb Briggs. of Lake Wales, will leave 
Sunday fur Kentucky to investigate a 
rave formerly owned by Capt. J H. 
Briggs, of Russellville. Ky., with a 
view to storing quite a quantity of 
fruit for distribution nest summer. 
This cave ia said to maintain a, year- 
round temperature of forty-eight dc- 
vrrea, the atmosphere being perfectly 
dry. It it anticipated that this cave 
will serve a long-felt want tor the 
thru* fruit growers of Florida, as the 
matured fruit may fie stored there at 
any time during the winter and taken 
rut at any time the following summer 
when the best prices will prevail, 
This matter wax hr.•tight before the 
Florida Citrus Exchange, about two 
vear* ago. with a view to storing fruit 
until such time as it would bring a 
satisfactory price in the market, but 
ftp action wus taken by them. It I* 
anticipated that they will consider 
this matter In the near future. It has 
been demonstrated that this rave has 
had lemons stored in it for a period 
of two years, after which time they 
were taken out in perfect condition. 
Mr. Sample expert s to return to 
Haines City within a w*eck. at which 
time hr will make a full report of his 
findings.

Wlten 
a slice of fresh pineapple is placed 
upon a raw beefsteak the surface ol 
the Steak becomes gradualy (Matin- 
« us. owing to the digestive action of 
the on/ytne of the juice. 

Of course, digestive agents exist 
also in Other fruits, but when it is con¬ 
sidered that an averag sized pineap¬ 
ple will yield nearly two pints ol 
inice it will he sern that the digestive 
action of the whole fruit must he 
.iiorm-'u*. The activity of this pecu¬ 
liar digestive agent is destroyed in 
the cooked pineapple, but unless the 
pineapple is preserved by heat there 
1* no reason why the tinned fruit 
should not retain the digestive power. 

Unlike pepsin, the digestive princi¬ 
ple of the pineapple will operate in 
an acid, neutral, or even alkaline me¬ 
dium, according to the kind of pro- 
u-lds to which it is presented. It may 
therefore be assumed that the pine¬ 
apple enzyme would not only aid the 
work and digestion In the stomach 
but would continue that action in the 
intestinal tract Pineapple, it may be 
udded. contains much indigestible 
matter nf the nature of woody fiber, 
but it is quite possible that the de- 
eiiVdly digcstiV* properties of thr 
juice compensate for this fact.—Pen¬ 
sacola Journal.

Uncovered Land 
Loses Fertility 

Why shmdd the farmer grow win¬ 
ter cover crops? L. S. Pace, district 
agent for the University of Florida 
Extension Division, says that fully 
• •lie-third of the fertility of the soil 
I* lost when the land is exposed dur¬ 
ing winter. In the North, cover crops 
are raised to prevent washing and 
to provide green manuring crops in 
the spring There is on additional 
rcn«<>n for growing cover crops in 
Florida. The soil organisms remain 
active through the winter In the 
North freezes inactivate them soon 
after the crop is harvested. 

In a large section of the South the 
organisms continue to liberate plant 
food, because the soil never gets cold 
enough to stop them. Furthermore, 
the soil is light, airy and warm—con¬ 
ditions favorable to grrAt activity. If 
no plants arc on the soil to take up 
the plant food as it is liberated the 
rains come and wash it away. Cover 
crop*, collect most of this food and 
prevent further loss by retarding the 
percolation of surfao water down¬ 
ward. 

About the only crops that ran he 
sown now are oat* and rye. It is 
too late for the legume*. Among the 
varieties of oats which can he sown 
are red rust-proof, "1 no-bushel," app¬ 
let. and fulghmn. The last three are 
offspring of the red rust-proof. The 
fulghum is about three weeks earlier 
than the others. 

Rye as well as oats should he sow n 
from home-grown seed. Try Abrut- 
zi rye if it can he obtained. It has 
promised well for southern climates. 
It produces good pasture and makes 
earlier vegetable growth than the 
common rye.—Agricultural News Ser-

Most Florijft ,oil, arc acid In 
n.inc Incline., however, the acidity 
■( the ,oil may not be proved. The 
farmer can prove whether or 
not hi, anil i, acid by a timple te«t 
Place two or three atrip, of litmui 
paper, both red and bine, which may 
l>c obtained at a local dn,* store, on 
a piece of window pane. Spread oyer 
these some of the »oil in question. 
The soil should he moist, bnt not 
wet. It is advisable to procure dry 
soil and use distilled water, which 
has hern recently boiled, to moisten 
it. Otherwise the water is apt to 
contain acids or alkalies which will 
influence the teat.

"The greatest crime in the Unite 1 
State* i» the wholesale manufacture 
ot criminals, says Henry li. Hyde 
in the Chicago Trilmnr, writirg of 
the gegat number of useless laws 
parsed by the state legislatures and 
city councils each year And to sup¬ 
port hit indictnnut Mr. Hyde mar¬ 
shals an array of lacis which fiction 
cannot match. 

Commenting editorially on Mr. 
Hyde's charges, the Tribune says: 
'Obviously, what Mr. Il>de calls the 
wholesale manufacture of criminals" 
is one of the unexpected results of 
s.ur uncritical reliance itpr>n legisla¬ 
tion as a cure-all.

“This is an American foiling which 
I* often commented *>n. Less often 
do we ponder the moral phase of the 
American habh of passing laws. 

"Undoubtcrly we have been pass¬ 
ing through a period of acute social 
self-consciousness. Many things that 
wer? ignored by our fathers we un¬ 
derstand. <>r think we understand the 
evil r.f, and in attempting to express 
our new sense of responsibility aud 
correct the newly discovered faults 
by our favorite method of law-making 
we have not only far outstripped our 
‘capacity for the more difficult task 
of admbiistratbm. but wc have devel¬ 
oped u taste for correcting what seem 
to be utir neighbors errors which 
bids fair in turn to include every- 
thin** front his cluster of neckties t«> 
Ills religious creeds. 

"This taste for censorship is not 
discr ititillating. What teems In the 
fwat mass nf a given community as 
at worst harm less or inconsiderable

Hnunctal misfortune is often the 
portion of leaders and thinkers, where¬ 
fore tn the lurht of historic instances 
Rev Newell Dwight llillU may well 
•ake heart of grace. 

Hi* dramatic story of hi* luckless 

(v.Uiiliilt ti« 'lU/iU j * Cibber tauua. 
told lust Sunday from the storied pul¬ 
pit "f Plymouth church, still ring* 
on the public cars. 

And yet how like a repeat of his¬ 
tory it seems. The very mention of 
it brings before the minds eye vision* 

• «f score* of the w rid* great who fell 
Into the tame error and retrieve \ it 
by unremitting toil. Just as Dr. Mi'll.* 
J foposrs to do. 

Th« clergyman is peculiarly subject 
to the advice of w 4 t-meaning f.lends 
and the artifiec of the charlatan, for 
illhongli he has breadth of vlsu't! lit* 
mind has so little to do with the 
tilings of earth that he ha* little real 
understanding of the trend of affairs. 

"I was carcltts of tny temporal tic*,*' 
you remember the impecunious Gob*, 
smith nialx.** Dr. Primrose say in 
“The Vicar of Wakefield." Trusting 
all his money to the merchant in the 
i cighboring town, the \ kkr distribut¬ 
ed aim* I** the poor and dispensed 
hospitality with open land*. When 
disaster came upon him he did the 
lest he could, withdrew* from his as¬ 
sociation* and faced the world with 
high courage and firm resolve until 
again fortune smiled anew. 

Although the minister is more liable 
to financial error titan other clatst* 
of professional men. the history of 
modern times is filled with instances 
of leaders of thought who have fal¬ 
len into the same pitfalls. 

The homely wisdom which Samuel 
T. Clements (Mark Twain) puts into 
the utterances of his hero, "Puddcti- 
he»d Wilson, arc hard-earned axi- 
< ms coming from his • wn financial 
it verses. 

He warn* us in one of the inimi¬ 
table paragraphs !t» beware ot put¬ 
ting ones eggs in different baskets, 
for better it is to put them at! in the 
same place and watch the basket. 

There arc few men who can attend 
to one thing well. The minister, the 
writer, and the teacher arc 1 e«« like¬ 
ly than those in any • llu.r ’•ocaliop* 
to win material success 

In the day* when get-rich-quick 
concern* flourished especial attention 
was given to the ministry* and allur¬ 
ing circulars were sent them giving 
them special rates on the consldera- 
tion ihat they would recommend 
stock* to the members of their flocks. 

* »« ca«ionallv one fell into the trap, to 
Ids great sorrow and to that of llmse 
who had arceptrd his counsel. 

In these day* it is the '*nud«e“ and 
the "whisper*’ which so pfteii leave 
the clergyman with little save hit ’i- 
brary. Some friend who knows « r 
thinks he knows bestows the kindly 
hint upon the man of the doth who 
takes all that is said as gospel and 
gives over his savings 

The anxiety of the minister to pro¬ 
vide for the future of lit* family {« 
as intense a* is that of men in other 
professions, and he has little oppor¬ 
tunity for making those coups v hlch 
so often lead others to fortuuu. 

Those who are familiar with the in¬ 
ventories of estates ore impressed 
with wide varieties of worthless stocks 
Mid bonds which lind their way into 
ihe strong boxes of ministers, or 
physicians and even lawyers. These 
professions arr noted for their nc- 
rumillations nf "cat* and dog#?* Even 
In the appraisal of the property of 
thr greatest financiers are found 
many securities, purchased often on 
i»ccount of pcrmnal friendship, which 
are not worth the paprr on which 
th<y are printed The htifineM man 
makes losses and retrieves them, the 
professional man. Intent on hi* own 
n’fairs is likely to drop the game, to 
sell house and goods and become a 
slave to debt. Rev. Doctor Dwight 
Millls is following in the (ootstepsof 
^it Walter Scott, of Mark Twain, of 
General Grant, and nf a host of other* 
who found ttcmsclvci at middle age 
In much the same predicament. 

The great historic instance is that 
of Sir Walter Scott. H* saw himsrlt 
the head of a rrrat publishing house, 
producing costly book* and rare 


editions, and issuing scholarly reviews 
fr--in the iver-husy press. The fall ol 
thr house id Italian!) nr & Co, of 
which he vwu the secret partner for 
years, wav on. of the treat failures 
in the publishing tea V*. IIis conintcr- 
*-*• 4ii.:i.rr, * • cv***i*>,i.t«L *• n n»\j 
in hi* genius, followed his direction 
without question. Finally ramc the 
crash tinder l.to.ooo pounds of debt, 
for which the novelist assumed the 
responsibility. Despite his advancing 
<igc and his growing infirmities he 
evolved poem* and novels from his 
fertile brain and repaid a large por¬ 
tion of the staggering debt. Ill the 
course ni two )car# the earnings ot 
Ids pen contributed 40.000 pound to 
his creditors. 

Murk Twain had for many years re¬ 
ceived large royalties. Through the 
advice of friends he was induced to 
invest in the firm of ChAtlc* L. Web¬ 
ster 9 s Co., of this city, WTien dis* 
ostcr came he pledged himaclf to pay 
off the full amount. By writing un¬ 
ceasingly and li'Cturing around the 
world he did It. 

The erroneous impression prevail* 
to this day that the late H H. Rog¬ 
ers. Standard Oil millionaire and long 
hi* friend, contributed money to tide 
the author over bis period of misfor¬ 
tune. As a matter of fact Mr Rog¬ 
ers never g»\c a relit. He constitut¬ 
ed himself general manager for Mark 
Twain, ant gave the business of au¬ 
thorship the benefit of that acumen 
«ind cOtnmon sense it so often lacks. 
The indebtedness was discharge U and 
tile nutne of Samuel L Clements will 
alwa>s he connected with an honor¬ 
able and courageous life. 

The last dava of the life 0/ Gener¬ 
al Ulysses S. Grant were also clouded 
by his financial troubles. Although a 
successful leader of men. he was nev¬ 
er able to make a success a.* the cap¬ 
tain of b<« financial destiny. As a 
business man lie bad been a failure in 
civil life. He returned to the army, 
became the leader of thousands on 
embattled iiclds, gained the presiden¬ 
cy and in hit old age wandered into 
Wall Street. Through the failure of 
Gram ft Ward he was involved in 
financial ruin. In his last days, and 
while suffering excruciating pain, he 
sal down to the writing of his mem¬ 
oirs in order to provide for his wife. 
The world has no finer example of 
the force of a fine nature struggling 
against adversity than Is afforded by 
the last days of the great Captain ol 
the armies of the North. 

The acknowledgment by Dr. Ilil- 
lis ot what he considered a grievous 
fault in mixing with secular affairs 
has its parallel in recent times in that 
dramatic scene in the House of Com¬ 
mons two years ago, when Lloyd 
Georg, confessed in the presence of 
;.oliti,a1 friends and opponents alike 
that lie had been indiscreet in invest¬ 
ing in Marconi at neks and expressed 
regret for his mistake On that occa¬ 
sion the house rang with applaustc. 

It is scents, however, that it U the 
literary worker who carries most the 
burden of debt by reason of hit lack 
of attention to business detail and of 
understanding of commercial deal¬ 
ings. 

Samuel Johnson, the great Charm of 
Literature, working with incessant 
industry and yet often without mean* 
to buy the comforts of life, writing 
hi* "Rassohis" to pay the expenses of 
his mother’* funeral, was harrassed 
by debt for nearly all his days. 

Wc haxe Balrae forsaking bis writ¬ 
ing* ami conceiving himself to be a 
Vader of industrial enterprise, going 
*0 Sardinia to make his fortune from 
the slig heap* of the abandoned Ro¬ 
man mines The idea was almost 
feasible, ami perhaps be might have 
accumulated wealth hy extracting the 
fabled gold had not his idea been an- 
hefpatrd and what little them was in 
» bad redounded to the profits of 
others. 

Here looms the great figure of 
Air van d ft Dumas, the elder, who con¬ 
quered hundreds of thousands by the 
magic of his pen. and yet had «•• lit- 
lie traps nf detail in the handling ot 
Ms own affairs that In later years he 
w*» A fugitive of debt He built hi* 
rustle of Monte Cristo at a cost of 
ten,non frnn«-« nnd surrounded him* 


m If by a rctW of servants His lit - 
•raiv labor* were often intcrrunted 
by his numerous law suits, for he 
made impossible contracts and broke 
them cheerfully, and snapped his fin- 
gors in the faces of irate publishers. 

The fame of the great South Sea 
bubble, in which many thousands lost 
their all in speculation. Kill echoes. 
t«nd tradition, *ay* that »1*c theme 
icalty crew out ol the brains of Dan¬ 
iil Defoe and Robert Harley. Be this 
as it may there was never n man who 
combined so wonderful a faculty for 
Giving advice on finance to othe.s 
nnd profiting hy it so little himsrll 
.*•* the author of 'Robinson Crusoe. 
Hi* (ikscription of the life of Selkirk 
abound in detail* for the guidance of 
man in trying circumstance*. His con¬ 
tribution to thr literature of finance 
are wonder hilly convincing. Such 
wisdom and such experience seemed 
to come from the books of Defoe that 
'• would seem that tin man in that 
period could have done anything bet¬ 
ter than to have pondered all that 
tu* wrote and hastened on to fortune 
And vet every venture in which De¬ 
foe, the writer and the economist, 
plunged was fraught with disaster. 

1 uu* who has read the prose talcs 
of Edgar Allan I'oe find* among them 
pa*»accs which would term to hear 
the impress nf one who would have 
been able to make his way in the 
most difficult situation#,, and ytt as 
mun.wrr »*f hi* own affairs he was 
a failure in every sense and was be¬ 
set hy poverty all his mortal days.— 
New York Times.
